FACING TENDENCIES AS THEY ARE. 


The followiiic from nii nrtlcl«» by Kditorj 
(11*0. .V. Kustmau of ihc Wage Worker of 
Ilctroil will be found UtdpfnI reading by 
many of our n>iiiraiK*H. It L't a thought* 
fill cou.xideratlon of .•*oim* of lh«* prubleuw 
that bcKct tbe Sm-iaUsl movement, prob¬ 
lems that eunnot Ik; nu*t by merely “poll- 
parnittin;?*' some of the sleriH>iypefl 
liUriises and furiiiiilus of the earlier !:>■>- 
chiUsts. Comrade Kaiiimnn says: 

Americau Socinlisis, for (he most pn'rt, 
hold that (he working class must or- 
ttanlzc a puliticHl party out of i:s 
preseut self; se<*iire the coulrul of rov- 
erumont fuuctons. nud at once take 
over to the public tbe neei'ssary means 
for sclf-employinent. They elalm this 
to be n ueces.snry pnigrumiue if the 
workers expect to free iheurselvcs frt>iu 
tbeir’ctxploiterK. 

No one has been more snnRUtne in 
this belief than myself. No one has 
hooeil for Us accoinplii^iment more ar¬ 
dently than I; but the (Hmscioiistieits of 
its improbability begins to reveal its4.df 
to my mort‘ matured, hence, more re- 
lleetive mind. ; 

If wc oxpec't the wnrkimt class to take 
un the ballot at any time and “inatiRur- 
ate Soeiulimii,'* it ia not ii|Hin imluKtrinli 
evolution that we depend for the So- 
eialist reRime. so much as it is the in-1 
telliRence of the present workiuR class, j 
If the present workiiiR class can do this. | 
Is there any probalnllty of its takiiiR iid-j 
viintaRO of its opportunityV If they rnnj 
do it, and don't, it seems to me primal 
tacie ovidenee that they lack the aeees-j 
snry intidliRence. lii this case imliis-, 
trial evolution is needed to forc(‘ tliem 
into Socialism. ArrivinR at this conclu¬ 
sion. wc must ascertain exactly how 
far capitalism can ro before it dies, and 
tiiiderstaml what particular phase of in¬ 
dustrial chnuRes will bo iiece.ssary to 
perform its burial sorrier toRether with 
what will force the workers to recoRinze 
and roiitorm to Socmlism. 

AinunR tlie different theories advanced 
ns 10 the lime mo'*f priibable for capi¬ 
talism to breathe its Inst, the most |>opu- 
liir one is the unemployed problem. It 
is hold that ns soon ns the capitalist 
class can no lunRer reinvest Its surplus, 
derived from the cimipetitive wape sys¬ 
tem. that it will cense to Rtve emplt>y- 
inent to ial>or, ami from sIiikt necessity 
the uncinnhived yrill seize the means of 
limdnetiou from tbe present owners. 

lint history furnishes us I luumerable 
instances where the nneiiii toyed nrob- 
bun has servetl to do one of two tiiiuRs 
for the workiiiR class; either it has be¬ 
come more servile to the rich. wllIiiiR 
to serve them iiiider the most (leRradiiiR 
conditions, nud beronie tbe riK.'ipieuts of 
aims at the Ktn‘et crossiuRS, or it has 
become bnitniised. lu eitlier case they 
cannot be SoeialUts, nor capable of the 
administratiou of cither justice or of 
in tUstry. 

No. the unemployed problem does not 
briii'*'e the cliasin Itetween capitalism 
and Socialism, nor does it explain how 
the industries arc to pass from private 
to public ownership, nmt from public 
owuership to democratic So<’inlism. 
That tlierc will be on unemployed prob¬ 
lem there is no doubt. In fact, there is 
one on all the time, for at least onHinlf 
of the people, and wdiile that U not with¬ 
out its effects in an educational sense, 
it does not Rive a satisfacthry explana¬ 
tion of tbe evointiouary process that 
must make Bocialism follow capitalism. 
It nresumes a sudden eu<liiiR of th» one, 
nnu an abrupt beRinniuR for the other: 
an absolute impossibility. 

Is the prcMmt form of capitalism—the 
FUIVATE ownership of imlustry—the 
last form in which it can exploit labor? 
If It is. we may coucludo that the work- 
iDR olass is as IntelliRcnt and as ready 
for Socialism now as it ever will be; 
and all we have to do is to look for the 
iiwwltT that is to force them on to 
Socialism. The onlv one offered so far 
is the iinomployed problem; and. after 
examininR it, we find that it woo*t do 
the business. Neither be-:ars uor 
bnites can direct the affain. the co¬ 
te erative commonw*eaitb. 

We find, then, that as we cannot de- 
. pend upon toe intelliRenre of the pres¬ 
ent workiiiR class to assume control of 
tbe industries, uor upon the unemployed 
• roblem to force them to do so. we must 
look for ahothcT phase of capitalism in 
which either their intelllRence will de- 
ve|r>- or a necessirr will arise to pro- 
them on to the hnol Roal—Socialism. 

From the present trend of events, and 
m- exi>erience aroouR tbe workers, ns a 
worker, ail my life. I am more iiicliued 
IP 5;“°^ “public owuerahip” is more 
liable to rome from the net'essity of 
the capitalist to let ro, than from any 
ilesire of the present working class to 
take bold. 

When an induitrial institution fails all 
is Rone; while a natioal debt is as con¬ 
stant as the nation, and often lives iu 
perpetuity long after the Roveniment has 
nassed away. This. then, offers the 
si.fcst Investments, and for this reason 
they pay big premiums to seenre Roveru- 
ment tsinds rnnning for a long term of 
year*. One million at 3 per cent, will be 
two million in a little over thirty years. 
One hundred billion would doable in the 
same way, and now could the people 
live and pay It? 

As stranire as it may seem, right here 
is a republic, where each voter is sup¬ 
posed to be an integral part of the gov¬ 
ernment, it is, and always has been, ve¬ 


to the public, where It is uo longer pos¬ 
sible to make greater prolils safely by 
their direct ownership. 

This is what Hertkcrt Spencer called 
the “coming slavery * to the ^ale; he 
made tbe greatest mistake of hU me iii 
calling it Socialism. It. us we all can 
see. will be public or state canilalism, be¬ 
cause tbe character of exnloiiing the 
u.sers of the means of ®lVl 

which makes them today I*Ul\Alr- 
capiti’l, will still cling to them under 
this fjnn of state ownership—hence, it 
will be STATE capitalism. The state 
anthoritu^ being the jKiwer which is uscil 
to do the direct exploiliiig of the toilers, 
will be ill the same relative position to 
them that the present capitalists arc, 
while the boudhoMer will disappear ns a 


while the boudhoMer will disappear ns a 
capitalist, and the employer of labor. 
This will take time: how much 1 
soy, but we are NOW. IjNC’ONM IOLN- 
liY, going throngb the proct^ss of trans¬ 
formation. V.. 

As soon as tbe private capitalist cenw»s 
to be the Im>s.h, his class will cease to be 
regarded ns having anything to do with 
pnxluclion. and will apnenr before the 
workers for the first time lu its true 


light—a parasite. . , „

pul.lii- property, niiil tboy ran ,oc tliut 
they (III thr work while the hoiiilhohl- 
rra set the U-iiefit. they will hegln to 
ask the nuestion. who IS the public. 
And will begin to exercise their righlH 
ns citizens. For the first time they will 
riKVgiiize the fact that THEY have nev¬ 
er demundwi Ibe right to vote. b»it re¬ 
ceived it through tbe accident of birth. 

Does this menu llint the Socialists 
should sit down and wait for industrial 
evolution? Not at all; tills is just the 
time lliey should work the hardest. 
Why? Here is a |)oint, -don't miss it. To 
gel demo<Tatic SiK’lallsm we depend on 
the necessary evolution of industry, 
WITH A C O R K E S PC N D I NO 
GROWTH OF INTELLIGENCE 
among the workers. Before the 
industries all become public cnplUl. the 
Socialist movement to make them eom- 
mouwealth must grow along with it to 
proteit the FRANCHISE OF THE 
WORKERS, and from the Imsis of this 
political liattle against the bondholders. 
The more we can educate now, the short- 
rr will l>e the life of atnte enpitaliam. 
The more men who are elear on thia 
point we can eleet now, the more eAu- 
eatloii will the people get no to the dif- 
fen-nee hetween Soeinltsin and atate rapi- 
taliam; heranae It will ho their work to 
flitht the iMuini; of bond, in acnninni: 
the indualriea. They will point out the 
fart that while the induatrlea may bo 
called “pahlic property.” that the we-k- 
era will own them in about the same 
way that a farmer who holda the deed to 
a farm that la mortKaged for all it la 
worth, owna the farm. He owns a job, 
hut the product of hia labor muat go to 
pay the interest on the mortgage. 

Thia fight will be the baaia for the 
final termination of the claaa atruggle, 
and the ednratiou that U neeeaaary be¬ 
fore the workers are confronted with the 
qneatiou of whether they ahai! longer 
eontinne to pay the interert, or repudiate 
the bonds altogether. The final termina¬ 
tion of the das, struggle will not be by 
seizing the industries, but by the repudi¬ 
ation of public bonda. 

From now on the Roeialiata* work 
must he intensely cdneational along the 
lines of the class atruggle. 

Industrial erolation is fast harrying 
the eapitaliata into mnnielpal ownership 
—state eapltallmn; in doing which the 
rapitaliat clan is retreating to its last 
ditch. Thpse rapid induatrial change, 
are fast forcing upon the workers the ne¬ 
cessity of using the hallot. and the agita¬ 
tion of the RocitliaU is showing them 
how to nse it. 
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ganled as a separate individuality from 
the citixeii. The reosuo for this lies In 
the fact that the iadastries being carrie«l 
uii by thoJndividuaJ, tbe dominant inter- 
I'stK of the eitizeu is where he gets his 
living. 

Tbe workiiagmen have neglected their 
citizenship on this account. Their whole 
attention has been absorbed in dealing 
with the men who gave them employ¬ 
ment, and if they wanted to improve 
their conditions the only way they could 
uiidenitand how this could be done, was 
to ask for an increase of wages, or a 
shorteniuk of their honrsof labor. JUST 
St) LONG AS THE .M.UORITY OF 
THE INIHWR1E8 ARE UNDER 
I’UIVATB CAPITALISM. THE MA¬ 
JORITY OF THE WORKINGMEN 
WILL NOT UNDERSTAND HOW 
THE VOTE HAS ANYTHING TO >0 
WITH THEIR JOBS. Observe thin 
closely; iiecnuse it is a vital point in 
proving that society advances from one 
stage to another by the slow process of 
evolution, forced on from necessity. 

/ he competitive wage system forces 
overprodtictlon and panic: this causes 
loMK to iiivestorH and forces them. In 
time, to sm»k “safe” iuvestnienis.'' The 
e.afcHt is Roveruraent sccuritieH. This 
fi»rci*s the prospective luvestors to de¬ 
mand a national, state and municipal 
iKitiiliHl indehteijueas. First, it is for 
fortifications, then war, and finally inter¬ 
nal improvements and public ownership 
of utilities. This demand increases as 
tlie pn^ssim* from losst*s and panic ren¬ 
ders industrial inveAtiiieius preearious. or 
they are ahsorlicsl by the few able to boM 
them onl of the market. 

Nothing hut necessity will force the 
workiiiRiiinn to use his ballot for righ,- 
Ing his wrongs. This necessity wi 
spring from an environment that will 
turn his eves from the private to the 
public employer. , 

I have shown how private capitalism 
has gradnaily given way to corporation 
capitiiiism, and ho,w the latter Is being 
forcM into public enpitolism. 

It is onlv since the trusts have par¬ 
tially obscured the individual employer, 
ninl they have ^^*11 fom»d to deal with 
„„ ••ii”_iM>methiiig lM*.vond the n^preson- 
lotives with whom they conferred—that 
the agitation of tie Socialists for them 
to uw* the ballot has been listeneil to at 
all. It is onlv since society can sj»e noth¬ 
ing beyond tlie trust hut the puMlc, that 
the w’orkers have thought of their clli- 
zeiiship. . . 

•I’he public ownership of the iiidustnea 
by their purchase from the present owu- 
eni. whieh, as every one knows, can be 
ncconudislied lu that manner only by the 
issuance of inieresi-bearing ImhiiIs. 
would not ho Socialism; because the char¬ 
acter of expioiliDR the users would still 
cling to them—the bondholders would 
draw public interest from ihe wenltii 
brought into exlsieuce by their 
tA'hgzro now eel iirivalc inoDts. It

“Reduce the number of detectives and 
less rriininnis will be working for detec¬ 
tives: wipe out the joints that are th 
breeding places of crime.”

I call particular attention to the 30,000 
anthracite miners in the God-cursed mo- 
uojioly state of West Virginia. There 
are jilaces there fenced in and guarded 
like in Siberia. No one is allowed In¬ 
side, nor are the men (lermitted to come . _ 

out. Only one newspaper enters—pledged to' the emancipation 
I'airoiount Times, owned by the operat-l®^ wage slave, and the thorougn sjs- 

ors. The least talk against this prison'*'* *** * .. 

managemeut means discharge. And l*at- 
rick Henry, on the same ground said 
once. “Give me liberty or give me 
death.” For calling a mass meeting 
there I was put liehind the bars. The 
state law says the men must be paid 
every two weeks iu legal tender notes. 

They are paid when the bosses 
get good and ready, and iu soup 
tickets. The law requires the coal 
to be weighed fairly. It is mis- 
weighed by the operators ns ihev see fit. 

The law requires 1500 cubic feet of air 
for each miner. This is not done. Baby 
boys are compelled to breathe the poison¬ 
ous air that brings them to disease aud 
early graves. In one place au army of 
men were thrown out of the company 
houses. W*e put them in tents, and for 
no other reason the men w*ere draggo<l 
behind the bars to Parkersburg, thirty 
miles away. I secured a house for some 
of the women who were set out one mid¬ 
night on the road. This was denied in 
court, but it's God’s truth, for I saw 
them do it. 


On Thursday I expected to go to jail, 
but 1 was pot afraid of their jails. 1 would 
go foraprinciple. Tbereare no convictions 
except for cowanlice when a principle 
is to be upheld. Men will w'ork together, 
bo cujoiued together, will go to iail to¬ 
gether, will defend each other, will trust 
each other, will supiMirt each other. 
Why is it they cannot stand together at 
the ballot box? No bayonet, no injunc¬ 
tion can interfere there. Ymi elect and 
pay senators, governors, Mgislators. and 
then beg on your kncM»s for them to pass 
a bill in labor's protmioii,

stands beside me enme to me and said 
that after five months of bitteri'st hard¬ 
ship they were going back to work in bis 
mine in the morning under the old in¬ 
human conditions.
